How Andrewe Got Out From Brown

If the Isaua had been ag squarely framed
an It was In the case of . Benjomin An-
drews and Browr University there in no
knowing what might have happened, Presi-
dent Andrews wns an enthuslastie advocats
of the free rcoinage of sliver In the Armt
Bryan eampalgn and befare. He wag o bi-
metallist and when the opportunity came to
foln with men who belléved with tilm he did
not hesitate. New England, however, was
opposed to free allver. Brown needed o
Inrger endowment and a more adenuate
equipment. Bo long as Presldent Andrews
wiis golng about the country talking Bryan-
lam men of wealth turned a deaf enr when
It wis suggested thiat they come to the re-
ltef of the Institution establigshed In the State
where Roger Willlaoms went to get for him-
relf the freest llherty of speech and oplilon,
The Rockefellers, in particular, were lacking
in that enthusinsm for the college which
their denominntionnl afMliations 'jusnnﬂd
Brown In expeoting. The trustees, therefore,
at thelr annual meeting In Junw, 1807, ap-
pointed a commitiee to confer with Dootor
Andrews. They hoped that he might be per-
sunded to keep hig free silver views to him-
self. They sald as much In a letter In' which
they told him that the proclamatlon of his
financial views had caused the loss of gifts
and legacles and would probably contlnue to
Injure the univeérsity In the same way,

Doctor Andrews reslgned rather than he
reastricted and In his defense of hils positlon
he lald particular stress on his right to
“that reasonable lberty of utterance™ In the
absence of which “the most ample endow-
ment for an educatfonal Institution would
have lttle worth.” This form of words
doubtless expressed the views of the trustees
nf Hrown. They broke with DIDoctor An-
drews on the definition of the phrase “‘rei-
sonable liberty of utterance."

Poultjced by Rockefeller Gold

After Doctor Andrews retired and went to
the Unlyersity of Nebraska, where free sllver
wns popular, Brown elected his successor,
Dr. W. H. P. Fuunce, pastor of the Rocke-
feller church in New York, and it got, along
with Doetor Founce, a congiderable amount
of Hockefeller money as a poultice to hoal
the wound left when Andrews was sovered
from the callege.

The Yale Roviow remarked at the time that
the Hrown trustees stated thelr case weakly
and cuggested that |f they had objected Lo
the connectlon of the Unlversity with the
poliey of repudintion invoived in free colnage
of wilver at 16 to 1 they would haeve occupled
a position not so enslly nssnilable,

The University of Chicago, founded by
Rockefeller milllons, has been charged with
restricting the freedom of speech of its pro-
fessors and more than one map has ralesd
the Issué when the term of his engagement
censed. Prof, . W. Bemls, now an expert
on publie utilitles, wns In the storm centra
of radicallsm In the closing decads of the
lnst century, and be wrote then that a pro-
fepsor of economics in o Western college waa
afrald to refer to Henry Demarest Lloyd's
“Wealth va. Commonwealth” In his class
rooms because the son of a “trust magnate'
was among his students; but Prof. Alblon
W, Bmall; of the¢ Univeraity of Chicago,
bought the firet copy of Lloyd's arraign-
ment of the Btandard Oll Company and on
the day that he recelved It he read from it
for two hourm to his classes. But he told
the students that the book was an ex-
parte statement and that ita conclusions
should ndt be accepted until the other elde
had been heard. Professor Small is still con-
nected with the University.

Trouble Brewing in Wisconsin

Not many yeirs ago Leland Stanford Uni-
versity waa charged with suppressing free
speech because & pProfessor whose economie
views were different from those generslly ac-
cepted wag allowed to go, There are weveral
universities in which the lsaue has hesn
rained this yesar beslde the Unlversity of
Pennsylvania. Prof, Jumes Brewer, of the
University of Colorpdo law faculty, has been
dlemisged, and his friends inslst that If he
had not taken the slde of the coal miners
in the strike he would not have been dis-
turbed, The lssue ia likely Yo coms to a head
in Wisconsin befors long for the politiclans
of the Btate who make appropriations for the
support of the lpstitution are pot plossed
with everythlng that = taughi.
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PEPPER’S MAYORALTY PRESCRIPTION

The Distinguished Lawyer Says the Next Mayor Should be a Man
of Wide Administrative Experience, and Be Able to
Get Along on Friendly Terms With Councils.

Su MANY men who have had little or no
experience in public office have accepted
without protest the pereilstent mention of
thelr names ng mayoralty candidates that
one 5 inclined to recelve with a start of sur-
prige the statement from o man who has ap-
penred on the llasts that he could not con-
selentiously undertake to perform the kighly
apecialized work which the office of Mayor of
Phllndelphian hay come to Involyve, In the re-
actlon agnlnst professional ofMeeholders, In
many poarts of the country In the last decade,
the pendulum has swung very fur the other
wuy In favor of the politically Inexperienced,
i tendency which culminated In the cholce of
a "philosopher king' for President, a seholar
who had not been feen In the market-place
during the first fifty years of hls life. An-
other tendency has been to conceive govern-
ment as a business enterprise; If 4 man has
built up & great factory he should be able to
bulld up & great bank and by the same token
o gredatl administration ns Mayor. This rea-
goning has geemed concluglve to many.

The hesitatlon of corrupt elements In
munielpal political life to rush Into the
maoyorial cholr n moan’ obvipusly tled to ecan-
trpueting Interests hus seemed to promise that
these powerful fuctors are willlng to yleld Lo
the ndvice of the best element in the Re-
publlican purty, and to support 4 party man
whom the Independents might not oppoae,
For example, among those whose names
have been advanced are Geoorge Wharton
Pepper, Charlemagne Tower and Willilam T,
Tilden. It has seomed plitusible to many
that, In view of the restoration of confidence
in Pennsylvania's Republicaniem throughout
the country by the election of Brumbaugh,
the Organization might follow up this abne-
gation with the final altruism of glving ths
city o Mayor of the type the above mentioned
citlzens represent.

Daoclines the Office for Himself

Mr. Pepper's atininments in his profession
have led to the constderation of his fitness to
be & Justice of the Bupreme Court of the
United States, and It I8 generally understood
that a former President desired to appoint
him to a position that s usually flled by
men of grenter age. Lawyers who are well
informed about his carcer as a teacher of
law, as the co-author of standard reference
works, as u practicing attorney, spoke of
the mention of his name as a mayoral possi-
billty as' & refreshing thought, a slgn of re-
awalkened Ideals of the dignity of high office.

Mr. Pepper, however, does not ngree with
his friends as 1o the necessary qualifications
for the Mayoralty candldates.

“It |8, of courne, gratifying to be mentioned
in connection with any office of importance,"
he sald, "but under no clreumstances what-
ever ashould 1 be willlng to becorhs & can-
didate for Mayor. I hava neither the tem-
perament nor the training which should be
posseased by the executive head of a muniel-
pality lika this,  There ls & natural tendenoy
on the parg of the friends of & man who has
met with even moderats sucness in ona line
of effort to assume that he would do equally
wall along an entirely different line. Thia,
however, 1s a great mintake. I do not mean
to say that we should be governed by a class
of professional officeholders, but I 40 mean
that neither good citizenship, nor good char-
asoter, nor profgasional attalnment, elther
alone or in combination, constitutes adequate
squipment for & proper discharge of the
dutles of the Mayoralty"™

It was Suggestsd that an attempt to solve
problems of municipal affelrs through the
sdaptation of certailn principlea of efficlency
had besn made by the prasent Administra-
tion, and that o great number of citizens
jdentifled with the buasiness Mfe of the fem-
munity desired a continuzncs of this move-

tempis to separate the executive function
from the leginlative., Anybody who la to be
successful as an executlve must have the
capacity to work In harmony with the legla-
lative branch of hls government, To alienate
the legislative branch sometimes affords on
outlet for the feelings of the exccutive, but
it makes n mess of munielpal adminlstration,

“City finances should be n very important
nhject of the Mayor's concern and o compre-
henslon of fnanclal principles and some
financial experienca constitute a necessary
purt of his equipment, It Is to ba hoped that
we shall get a man of some outlook and
vision. It is all very well to he proud of the
thinga In Philladelphia that ought to inspire
pride, but in many {mportant partlculars
Philadelphin le living far below the standard
which ls presupposed by the wealth, power
and Intelligence of her citizens.”

Independent Movements Seldom Wise

Mr. Pepper sald he was a party mun. He
was mnot inclined to faver an Independent
movement except In  exceptlonal elronm-
stances, “There are times When Independent
movements are justifinble and even neces-
sary, but speaking generally the well-meant
but amateurish politica. movements which
pass under the name of reform do more harm
than good because they tend to divide the
communily Into two groups: one composed of
those without |deals who can do things, and
the other with Id2als who ean't."

“Ywhat do you think !5 the significance of
the fact that the element in Philadelphia life
which has carrled on the ecity's traditlon of
professional ability and scholarship does not
go In for polities?"

“There are many people In this town,” he
replied, “who think of themselves as repre-
sentatives of 'old Philndelphia' and who have
very little community of Interest with the
maosses of citlzens. They constitute a little
oity within a big city and they take very ne-
tle Interest in the body as a whole. This
spirit of aloofnesa or Indifference manifests
itself not only In politles, but !n othér
spheres of actiyity. Various suggeations
have been made as to why this lu so. 1
suppose the reasons are to be sought In tha
goclal and economic conditlons peculiar to
this community, because my Impreasion s
that there {s no other American city In which
this Indifference exists to so marked a de-

gree.”
